All work to be performed under this eontraet shall be in aeeordanee with the following 
speeifieations and under the following eonditions: 

1. The Town of Arlington, aeting through its awarding authority, reserves the right to aeeept 
or rejeet any and/or all bids or portions thereof, and to waive any informalities in bidding, 
and/or to make the award as appears in the best interest of the Town of Arlington. 

2. The bid will be awarded to the lowest qualified and responsible bidder. 

3. Payment will be made monthly, unless otherwise speeified. 

4. The eontraet is for Removal of snow and Hauling/Disposal of snow on an “As Needed” 
basis when required by the Direetor of Publie Works. 

5. The sueeessful bidder must provide proof of all lieenses, where applieable. 

6. Insuranee - The sueeessful bidder shall be required to file an Insuranee Certifieate with 
the Department of Publie Works with poliey limits as speeified in the attaehed Insuranee 
Requirements. 

7. The Contraetor’s equipment must be eovered by all types of insuranee neeessary for the 
proteetion of the Town of Arlington while performing serviee for the Town. This is to 
include $100,000.00 to $300,000.00 Bodily Injury Coverage and $50,000.00 Property 
Damage Coverage. Sueeessful bidders will be required to submit Insuranee Certifieates 
showing eoverage and indemnifying the Town of Arlington while in the employ of the 
Town. All of the equipment must be speeifieally listed on said eertifieate. 

8. All equipment must eomply with the requirements of the Department of Publie Safety 
and the Registry of Motor Vehieles relative to safe operation of vehieles. 

9. The Contraetor shall observe and eomply with and eause all his agents and employees to 
observe and eomply with all existing and future State and National laws and Town 
Bylaws and regulations in any manner affeeting those engaged or employed in the 
performanee of this eontraet and shall proteet and indemnify the Town, the Town 
Manager and all of its offieers, agents, and employees against any elaim of liability 
arising from or based on the violation of any sueh law, bylaw, or regulation. 

10. The Contraetor shall take all preeautions for preventing injury to persons or property in 
eonneetion with this eontraet and the performanee thereof, and shall indemnify and save 
harmless the Town and the Town Manager and its offieers and agents from all elaims 
relating to injuries to any person, eorporation, or property reeeived or sustained by or 
from the eontraetor or its employees in earrying out the terms of this eontraet or in 
eonsequenee of any improper implements of the eontraetor or its employees herein. 

11. This Contraet ineludes estimated quantities that may or may not be purehased during 
Fiseal Year. If estimates are exeeeded, priees will not be adjusted. 
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12. This Contract may be terminated, with fifteen (15) days notice, for unsatisfactory 
performance and/or availability of funds. The contractor will hold the Town harmless 
from all damages as a result of funding restraints. 

13. All work and/or supplies must meet the approval of the Director of Public Works or his 
designee. 

14. No bid may be withdrawn within thirty (30) days, Saturdays, Sundays, and legal holidays 
excluded, after the opening of bids. 

15. All bid prices shall be held firm for duration of contract. 

16. Transportation costs are benchmarked against the current Department of Energy (DOE) 
Diesel Euel Price Index for the New England Region. A fuel surcharge equal to 1% for 
every $0.05 increase in diesel fuel can be applied to the unit bid prices at the date of 
transportation of material.
